Savages Who Wear Corsets. 


Our soldiers have recently discovercd tribes in interior 
Mindanao who wear corsets of rattan bands about their 
waists and breasts. This custom comes from Borneo. 
The Dyak women wear corsets and have been wearing 
them from time immemorial. They string rings of 
brass or lead on strips of bamboo cane or rattan and 
then wind them about their bodies from the armpi 
below the thighs. A woman fixed up this way looks 
very much like a barrel walking off on tegs, with a 
head and arms sticking out of the top of the barret. 
Sometimes the carpet is smaller, consisting only of a 
score of rings about the waist; sometimes it is very 
heavy, the whole weighing as much as fifteen pounds. 
The brass rings are often highly polished, so that the 
girl w@iks about in a coat of bright mail. 

The corsets often fit tightly and are so difficult to 
put off and on that they are worn a long time. When 
food is plenty the owner has great trouble in remov- 
ing her corset. One method of doing this is for the 
subject to hang by her arms to the limb of a tree while 
her friends, having given her body a coat of oil, pull 
the corset up inch by inch until it Is finally squeezed 
off over the arms. Below this corset the women wear 
skirts. Among some tribes they are almost naked. 
Many of the Borneo men dress as lightly as our sav- 
ages of the Philippines. They wear practically abdth- 
ing but a breechcloth. Others wear padded fighting 
jackets. The costumes of those living along the coast of 
the northern part of the island are not tiniike those of 
the Moros. 


Earrings and Ear Plugs. 
I have described the enormous earrings and car plugs 
worn by the wild men I met in Mindanao. It is probable 


that they get this custom from their Borneo ancestors. 
Many of the savages of Borneo have enormous holes in 
their ears. The lobes are stretched so that the holes 
in them are as big around as a napkin ring. Women

not even the golden pheasant belng more handsomely 
adorned. Probably no other pheasant—save, perhaps,. 
the ring-necked—has been more widely introduced inta 
European countries, and into our own States of late, 
than this. Little is known of the Japanese pheasants 
life history other than that it came originally from Asia 
Minor, coming thence through Japan, whence it received 
its name, to the notice of the civilized world. In the 
domestic state it requires rather more care, shelter, and 
food than do other species, but is much less fastidious in 
the choice of its food than the others. Like the ring- 
neck, this pheasant is of great assistance as an eater of 
bugs, while the amount of grain or fruit taken is in- 
finitesimal compared to the good done. Hen birds of the 
present species do not mother their chicks well, so that, 
in captivity, the hatching of their eggs devolves upon 
domestic hens, the youngsters being kept in coops and 
fed by hand until old enough to rustle for themselves. 
All pheasants are by nature birds accustomed to the 
ground from infancy, yet few of them are so exclusively, 
terrestrial as is the Japanese. It seldom flies, usually 
to trust to its legs rather than its wings to 
our road-runmer, it is very 
astonishingly rapid in dodging

tell of its origin. But be that as it may, little attempt 
at domestication has been made with this bird, it, like 
the golden pheasant, having been confined in aviaries | 
rather than liberated In the open. It is a magnificent 
bird and, when kept in large runways, with abundant 
facilities for the preservation of its snowy plumage, 
rivals the haughty golden pheasant. This bird is, how- 
ever, most delicate, and must be cared for with greater 
persistency than any others of the pheasant tribe. As 
in the case of the golden, domestic hens are used in 
hatching the eggs of the silver pheasant, and the young 
are kept in pens until large enough to care for thea» 
selves. Young pheasants take readily to the wild life 
of their ancestors and must be plentifully supplied with 
food to prevent their wandering in every direction. 
Those who have raised large broods of turkeys will 
probably appreciate this trait more than others whe 
bave had no like experience. 

Below I have appended a brief key to the size, extent 
of markings, coloration and habitat of each species, as 
there are many who are altogether unable to distin- 
guish the varieties, one from another: 

(1.) Ring-necked poeasant, 34 to 40 inches in length;

HOW CAVALRY TROOPS USE SKIS IN 
GUARDING YELLOWSTONE PARK.

ROWDED on a littie plateau of tufa, surrounded by 
mountains on all sides, is the army post of Fort 
. Yellowstone, in Yellowstone National Park. Its 
altitude ts 6200 feet, and that of most of the Park is from 
7000 to 8000 feet. : 
The garriajn consists of two troops of cavairy and its

During the summer season the work of the soldier can 
be readily accomplished mounted, patrolling the main 
roads and trails, but during the winter season the depth 
of the snow makes travel of the ordinary kind impos- 
sible. 

It is in the winter that lawlessness can best be con- 
‘ducted, and it is during this time that the greatest 
vigilance must be exercised by the troops. The localities 
where game is known to range, and which poachers fre- 
quent, must be often inspected. The snowshoe or the 
ski is the only means by which this can be accomplished 
from November until May. So when the early snows 
have deeply covered the ground, the summer mount is 
abandoned to the stable and the hagdy trooper takes to 
the ski as his winter steed. 


Picture a toboggan-like arrangement from nine to 
twelve feet long, four inches wide; with its sides paralle) 
from the upcurved toe, and about an inch in thickness 
in the center, thinning toward elther end, and you have 
a ski. The toggle to hold the foot consists of straps 
and rings, which are fa8tened just a little forward of 
the center of the ski, and secures the foot by the toe 
only, permitting the raising of the heel. The park sol- 
dier always carries a pole or staff about six feet long, 
which he uses as a balancing stick, and as an aid to 
progress in coasting when the speed is too great he 
rides this staff “stick horse” fashion as a brake to re- 
tard speed. | 

In using the ski a peculiar stride is ntcessary; one 
foot is thrust ahead so as to acquire a gliding motion, 
and while thus sliding the other foot repeats the move- 
ment then the first again, and so en. The skis are not 
lifted, but are pushed forward by“peculiar movements 
or thrusts of the thigh, the weight of the body being 
thrown forward to aid impetus. On level ground good 
speed can be attained; in going down a declivity one 
literally flies, but to go up is a different proposition. If 
not too steep, one can go directly up, lifting the skis 
slightly so that the snow which may adhere will over- 
come the tendency to slip backward; or if steep, the sum- 
mit may be reached by zigzagging back and forth, or by 
sidestepping, known locally as the “corduroy” method. 
There is also the feather stitch step, which is, however, 
but Nttle used: so called because the tracks left re- 
semble the seamstress's stitch of that name; the skis 
are turned out at a wide angle, and advanced alternately 
one in front of the other directly up the incline.

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ENGINEERING FEATS. 


SOME MARVELOUS ACHIEVEMENTS OF 
MODERN SKILL.

BOUT the newest of all great engineering struc- 
is to'mont propie. the commonest, the mod:

A Bridge in Alabama. 

Such was the case with the Florence bridge across the 
Tennessee River in Alabama. There were twelve spans 
of about 120 feet each, which carried a single track 
railroad on top and a highway between the trusses. The 
old wooden spans could not even support the new stee! 
ones during erection, although the masonry piers had 
ample strength. Wooden towers were built on the top 
edges of the old bridge, outside the track, above two ad- 
jacent piers. Above these towers, nearly twenty-five feet 
over the track, a complete new temporaty span of 
wood and iron as long as the longest span of the old 
bridge was built. A new, permanent span was assem- 
bled together, suspended from the under side of it, clear 
of the trains which passed uninterruptedly through it 
and under the temporary span. 

When it was finished and track laid on top of it, the 
under side was lashed to the upper side of the old span, 
and it was additionally suspended from the overhead 
temporary span by four vertical 3%-inch steel screw 
rods, about thirty feet long, one at each corner, which 
bad nuts bearing on top of the temporary span. A suit- 
able interval between trains was selected, the ends of 
the old span chopped away, the lashings between the 
new and temporary spans removed, and then the nuts 
of the great screws were slacked off by gears operated 
by a steam engine engine at each end, and both spans 
were lowered smoothly and safely together, about twen- 
ty-two feet in less than an hour; the old one dropping 
down almost to the water’s edge and the new one follow- 
ing to occupy its former place and rest on masonry seats 
which were prepared meantime. A few minutes later 
trains were running across the new span, the old one 
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by buckets with valves in the bottom. Recently large 
pier foundations for railroad bridges have been made 
with two or three brick cylinders twelve to fifteen feet 
in diameter, which were shod with circular iron girders 
having sharp, cutting edges, and a horizontal shelf to 
receive the brick work. Steam dredging machines were 
set on top, of the piers, and undermining the shoes, a)- 
lowed the piers to settle forty or fifty feet below the 
river bed. The friction on the sides of the pier became 
at last so great that the weight of the brickwork built 
high above the surface of the ground would not sink it, 
and the last of the descent was accomplished by loading 
the top of the finished pier with hundreds of thousands 
of pounds of rails piled on in overhanging crossed layers. 


Chicago Drainage Canal. 


One of the most important, interesting and remarka- 
ble engineering feats on this continent was the con- 
struction of the Chicago Drainage Canal, a cana! twenty- 
eight miles long, dug at an expefife of over $30,000,000. 
It taps the Chicago River some distance above its mouth 
and causes its foul waters, mixed with a large quantity 
drawn from the lake, to flow a short distance up stream 
and through the canal into the Desplaines River, and 
thence to the Gulf of Mexico. The canal is cut to a 
depth of twenty-two feet below the water level, and for 
several miles through the prairie is nearly 
on top, and required the excavation of over 
cubic yards of earth which had to be dug up, 
and piled in great hills, often hundreds of 
from the edge of the canal As the average

A Bit of Ante-Bellum History. 

. RDNANCE SERGEANT EDWARD KELLY, retired, 
had served in the army of the United States almost 
continuously since he came to America forty-five 

ago from County Galway Ireland. 

in a recent interesting talk he said: 

“One of the first, if not the first, Confederate flags ever 
raised at a military post west of the Missouri was 
Boisted at Fort Laramie. It was some time early in 
3860 that the incident occurred. It was after Capt. Bee 
left us—and before I go any further, I must say a word 
about Capt. Boe—Capt. Barrett BE. Bee of South Carolina, 
as fine a gentleman as ever wore a sword. He was in 
command of our company (D) when the news came that 
his State had seceded, 

“He was very quiet about everything he did. He 
called all of us together one day and said: “Boys, I'm 
going to leave you. I am a South Carolinian and my 
State necds me. I believe in States’ rights, and I am 
loyal to my State. I am going to fight for her; but you 
Soys must do your duty in the places to which you are 


called. Stand to your colors, as I shall stand to mine.’’ 


‘And he went. Ah, there was a grand man! 

“Fort Laramie was then only a two-company post, 
but it was regimental headquarters and there were six- 
teen officers there besides Col. Alexander, who was in 
command. Of these sixteen, fourteen were Southerners, 
and, as the news of the probable war kept coming, these 
young fellows got more and more excited and obstreper 
ous. All the officers, or nearly all, in those days were 
pretty freo in their habits, and these Southern fellows 
were the wildest of all. 

“But there wasn't any way to stop them. Discipline 
forbade our saying anything, and the two Northern offi- 
cers were in too much of a minority. They were afraid to 
raise a whisper of remonstrance. The flag affair came 
up in this way. The officers—that is, the Southern of- 
ficers—were roystering at a great rate that night, and it 
was long after midnight when they came ovt of their 
club room, all drunk and as full of the Old Nick as ever 
you saw. 

“The sentinel challenged them as they came along, 
but they only abused him and told him to ‘go to h-——.” 
The officer of the day was called, and he, seeing who it 
was, said, ‘Oh, that’s al! right,’ and nothing could be

In the course of the campaign this club arranged for a 
great mass meeting to be held in that hall on Fulton 
street near Hoyt, now out of existence, but afterward 
known as Donnelly’s Olympia Theater. An immense 
crowd filled the hall, the old, one-legged veteran pre- 
sided, and Gen. Slocum was to address the assemblage. 
When the time came to present the general, the presid- 
ing officer, swelling with pride, perspiration and en- 
thusiasm, went to the front and began the introductory 
speech. It was clear at once that he had prepared him- 
self for the eccasion—for what he regarded as the event 
of his life. All his resources of rhetoric were drawn on 
to the last point. He lauded the general as the great 
hero of the day. ' 

The face of the general himself as he listened to this 
laudation was a study. The expressions of growing and 
wondering surprise were cleared away finally by one al- 
most of panic when he heard himself announced as a 
soldier and hero before whose magnificent exploits and 
prowess the fame of Wellington and Napoleon grew dim 
and hid its ashamed face. The general evidently thought 
the culmination of the incident bad been reached by this 
peroration, bat it was not. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” went on the enthusiastic 
orator, “I now have the honor presintin to yez the great 
soldier, the strong-fisted patriot, the great man, who 
drew his sword in defense of his distressful country—a 
sword that was never dimmed by any wan, and ye'll find 
his tongue is as bright and as sharp as that sword 
stained wid the blood of his country’s enémies.

A Watch With a History. 


IVE thousand dollars for a watch. 
It seems an enormous price to pay for a timepiece 
in these dayt-of cheap watches. But this particular 
watch belonged to Thomas Spratt, Duke of Westminster, 


of Northumberland, probably for presentation to the 
British Museum. 

It is one inch and a half thick. Its outer case is of 
tortoise shell, embossed in silver. There is a minute 
hand, but no hour hand. Instead, there is a moving 
semi-circular disc, whose flat side cuts the face of the 
watch in half. It contains on the left-hand corner of the 
upper side a representation of the sun, and on the right- 
hand corner a representation of the moon; these edges 
indicate the hour, and the position of the sun and moon 
to the earth at that hour. 

The works are filed out by band and run on diamonds, 
and inside the watch is the inscription that the timepiece 
was made by Barnett, of London, in 1689. On another 
case igs engraved the fact that this watch was presented 
to the Dean of Westminster by the Duke of Buckiagham 
as a mark of esteem. 

When the Duke died the Buckingham watch 
handed to his son, Thomas Spratt, M.A., and on the 
death of the second Thomas Spratt the watch descended 
to his eldest son. At his death it passed into the pos- 
session of Capt. Spratt, who ran a three-masted schooner 
from England to Charlottetown, P, E. I. 

On Capt. Spratt's last voyage be handed the watch to 
his daughter, with the remark that he would not carry 
it with him on that voyage, as was his custom. 

Capt. Spratt may bave had a presentiment. Be that 
as it may, he never returned home. His ship was seized 
by pirates and all hands were murdered. The watch then 
traveled across the seas to repose a treasured family 
heirloom in the home of America’s great shipbuilder, 
Nelson Spratt, uncle of Mr. La Page. Mr. La Page em- 
barked in the glue business in America, and later se- 
cured the precious family heirloom, the Buckingham 
watch. 

Mr, La Page is now starting two glue factories along 
the big salmon runs in British Columbia. He parted 
with the watch for commercial reasons, although he has 
regretied the act ever since the timepiece left his pos- 
session to start back to England, after its fifty years’ so- 
journ in the United States and Canada.—jlbilade!phia 
North American. 
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A King Earns $32 a Mouth. 


HIRTY-TWO dollars a month is a very modest 

stipend for a monarch, especially one who combines 
supernatural knowledge with executive ability. But that 
is all Chief Lenana, of the Masa) tribe, In British East 
Africa, gets—and he is more than satisfied. 

Ip return for this allowance from the English govern- 
ment, Lenana agrees to keep the natives on friendly 
terms with King Edward's representatives in the East 
African protectorate. When consideration Is taken of 
the fact that the Macai tribe is one of the most warlike 
and dangerous with which the British have to contend in 
East Africa, the $32 a month seems money well spent. 

Chief Lenana exercises absolute authority over his 
tribe. His power is based on superstition, for he is prin- 
cipal medicine man as well as commander-in-chief and 
King. On certain occasions he takes drugs, called royal 
medicine, which the natives believe would poison any, 
other person, and straightway falls into a trance. 

When he recovers Lenana generally makes a few 
amazing announcements to bis followers concerning fu- 
ture events and happenings in other places, As a rule, 
the King’s remarks are borne out later by facts, and the 
natives, who don't understand it at all, increase their 
admiration and awe for their chief, and attribute his 
prophecies to a depth of wisdom past their learning. 

As a matter of fact, Lenana maintains his leadership 
simply through the medium of a sieight-of-hand per- 
formance. His reputation for superhuman wisdom is 
based on a thorough system of secret espionage. 

The whole of the country known to the Masai is pa- 
trolled by runners, who are charged to observe every- 
thing they see, and report to the King.—| Philadelphia 
Times.

Forgets How to Walk and Talk. 

HARLES P. LESH, of the Lesh Paper Company, this 
city, can boast of a unique experience. Four times 
he has learned to walk, and three times to talk. Mr. 
Lesh remembers nothing of his early infancy, and he 
supposes that he learned to walk and talk the same as 
other childrein.

Food Preservatives. 


, BELGIAN doctor claims to have discovered a won- 

derfol method of preserving the body of dead persons 
against the natural law of decay. Briefly stated, the 
'process consists in placing the body in a closed re- 
ceptacie, where it is exposed to air heavily charged with 
formaline. Formaline, which is used so extensively now- 
adays in food products, is doubtless a good thing to 
preserve bodies from decay, but it is a very bad thing 
to take into the stomach. 


- XERCISING for health by means of muscular move- 
metits, deep breathing, pulling machines and so forth, 
has become quite a fad in the United States during the 
past year. Dozens of “professors” have sprung up, who 
guarantee to make you strong and healthy within a re- 
waerkably short time, and one publication devoied to 
physical culture has obtained a very large circulation. 
It is a bealthy fad, and far ahead of 
drugs and patent medicimes. it should be remembered, 
however, that there is no great mysterious secret about 
the exercising of the human body.

Vinegar as a Smallpox Preventive. 


eo 


HE American Medica] Journal contains the following 

statementfi which ts of especial interest at a time 
when smallpox seems to be rather unusually prevalent 
throughout the country: 

“The vinegar treatment as a preventive against con- 
tagion of smallpox, introduced by Dr. C. F. Howe, 
County Health Officer, Atchison, Kan., has been efficient 
in several hundred cases of exposure in the city of 
Atchison and Atchison county. Many of these exposures 
have been the nurses, as well as many others that it 
was impossible to isolate from the original case of small- 
pox for the want of room. It is claimed that anyone, 
Vaccinated or not, can nurse a case of smallpox without 
fear of contracting the disease if, at the same time, he 
uses the vinegar in tablespoonful doses four times daily 
in half a cup of water. Even after the person exposed 
has run almost the entire incubation period, the use of 
vinegar will either abort the disease entirely, or modify 
to the extent of having all the prodromal symptoms 
without the disfiguring eruption. To get-the immediate 
control of a smallpox epidemic in a community, every- 
one should take a course of vinegar for a week, whether 
exposed or not. , 

“Diluted vinegar applied locally will control the itch- 
ing of smallpox. A slippery elm poultice applied to the 
face while in the vesicular stage, will not only abort 
the pustular stage, but prevent the pitting. The poultice 
must not be used until the vesicles have formed.”

T AKANG into consideration the number cf c:n uxption 
cures that have been and are being discovered, it is 
really surprising that that disease is able to claim any 
victims. One of the latest of these discoveries is thus 
referred to by the London Express: 

“An interesting communication on the cure of con- 
sumption or tuberculosis was made to the French Acad- 
emy of Medicine by Dr. Barre of Paris. The doctor pre- 
pares a flour from germinated rye, which he administers 
in the form of porridge. Experiments with this new 
food were made on thirty-five patients suffering from 
all degrees of tuberculosis, in the Lariboisiere Hospital 
and the Hotel Dieu. No other food or medicine of any 
kind was given to them during the treatment, and the 
result is that 34 per cent. of the patients have been dis- 
charged as cured, while in 54 per cent. of the cases a 
noteworthy improvement has taken place.” 


OLD CLOCKS HIS FAD. 


TINKER-INVENTOR WHO, DURING A LONG LIFE, 
HAS AMASSED A FINE COLLECTION. 


| [Philadelphia North American:] Ashtabula, O., has 
a clock collector, now 79 years of agé, who since his 
youth has devoted himself to his hobby. . 

His name is Silas Fuller, and for years he has lived 
alone in a little old house, cooking his own meals and en- 
joying the companionship of his belov 
house is filled with them—grandfather clocks, and 
clocks, the curious clocks of all sorts— some of 
minus the cases. ° 

Mr. Fuller began gathering his treasures long before 
old clocks became the valuable possessions that they now 
are, and the incidents of his life afforded him unusual 
facilities for piéking them up. 

He is an expert mechanic and inventor, and invented 
a machine for paring apples which was a great success. 
In the intervals that elapsed between his inventions he 
traveled. And he didn't go by luxurious palace cars, 
either. He went on foot, carrying with him a kit of tink- 
ering tools, with which he managed to work out his 
board and lodging along the way. 

At every house where he stopped he always inquired 
if they had an old clock which they wanted to dispose 
of. Very often they had, and the nominal price which 
was asked for the old wreck he paid in tinkering jobs. 

In this way he traveled all over the lake region, far 
up along the St. Lawrence and into Newfoundland, cov- 
ering between 1865 and 1883 some 27,000 miles. 

From every trip he brought back with him clocks, 
which he proceeded to put in repair when they needed 
it. One clock be has made himself, taking eight years 
in the building of it. It not only records the time of 
day, but the day of the week, the rising and setting of 
both sun and moon and the movements of the seasons. 

But old age is now creeping apace over Mr. Fuller, and 
he is no longer able to go on with his work and bis 
numerous inventions. Recently he has been compelled 
to give up his hermit-like existence and take up his 
home with bis son, W. 8. Morgan Fuller. His own little 
house is closed and locked, and the clocks are left 
alone in the darkness. For this reason he has decided 
to part with his treasures. 


POLICEMAN’S BADGE A CENTURY OLD. 


Andrew Lee, of 1522 Baker street, is the fortunate 
possessor of an ancicnt policeman’s badge which was 
worn by an ancestor of his, William Tindall, who was 
at one time a member of the Baltimore police force.

In the United States there are eight varictias 
goldfinch quite evenly distributed throughout our 
and Territories. Three of these are found in Los

county, one in the lowlands, another among the orange 
groves of the valleys, and the third scattered through 
the oak groves of the higher hills. The first named is 
the targest and is known as the wiflow goldfinch from 
the fact that it is rarely found (during the nesting 
season, at least) outside the coastwise willow groves. 
I have seen specimens of this species which were quite 
the equal of male German canaries in size, while in 
coloration, all our wild species are much more brilliant 
than cage birds. In the case of the willow finch, the 
general color of the male bird is a vivid golden yellow, 
relieved by a black cap, bleck wings and black upper 
parts to the tall. 

In building their nests all the goldfinches exercise al- 
most human ingenuity, but of all of them, that of this 
specimen is the poorest in construction. Unlike its other 
relatives, the willow goldfinch builds its nest in the 
forks of a limb, instead of on a horizontal bough.. The 
nest itself is composed of fine bark fibers, plant-down, 
and the cottony seed capsules of the thistle and similiar 
plants. In fact, the eastern counterpart of this bird is 
known as the “thistie-bird” from this habit. The eggs 
of the willow goldfinch are three to six in number, us- 
ually four or five, pale bluish white in color, and laid 
early in May or June. Ali our goldfinches are permanent 
residents of the districts in which they appear in summer 
and may be studied in the same locality throughout the 
year. 

The Arkansas goldfinch, the most abundant species of 
our county, is found from the Great Plains to the Pa- 
cific Ocean, north to Oregon and southward indefinitely. 
it differs from the willow goldfinch chiefly in size, be- 
ing noticeably smaller, and is also much darker in col- 
oration, though the black markings are very similarly 
placed. Almost the whole upper parts of this bird are 
olive green instead of brilliant yellow as with the 
larger bird, The present species frequents orange, 
lemon, and walnut groves through the nesting season 
but is also found among the sumac and scrub oaks of the 
hills. Its Sight is not so graceful a8 that of the wiliow 
goldfiinch, and its song much less Sweet. °

THE AMERICAN GIRL’S BIG FEET. 
STROYED BY FACTS. 

By a Special Contributor. 

“Thirty-five years ago when I went into this busi- 
ness,” said a white-haired shoemaker, “the woman who 
was obliged to wear a No. 4 shoe always whispered the 
fact in my ear after swearing me ¢o secrecy, and either 
ordered the objectionable numeral obliterated from the 
shoe lining, or had one that indicated a much smaller 
size put in its place. Thirty-five years ago we sold 
what we called here in the shop large and small threes, 
because then as now, there existed a pleasant and care- 
fully-cherished belief that the American woman pos- 
sessed an extremely small and slender foot. Today in- 
stead of those threes we sell fours, fives and sixes, in 
place of lasts made in the A, B and C widths, we sell 
C, D and E. Though the pride in the Arabian delicacy 
of the American woman's foot is as much a matter of 
national boast as ever, the fact remains that, all things 
considered, Uncle Sam's handsome daughters have un- 
commonly big feet,-and the worst phase of the condi- 
tion is that their feet are steadily growing bigger. 

“Since time immemorial,” the shoe man continued, 
“our women have smiled in gentle pity over the size of 
the English woman's foot, and tenderly commiserated 
her on the ownership of awkwardly-extensive extrém- 
ities, hut the American shoe manufacturer who exports, 
ties, slippers, and laced boots, can readily 


from our shops and factories.” 


boasts the longest line of American-born ancestors re- 
quires nearly always the largest make of footgear. 
“Among my customers are several whose progenitors 
were signers of the Declaration of Independence, and 
though the questton of actual size and letter is never 
discussed between us, all the clerks in my place know 
that nothing less than a No. 9 of E width will fit either 
mother or daughter. Those, of course, are rather excep- 
tional cases, but to prove my assertion as to the size of 
the average foot, you would need only run over the stock 
stacked on the shelves of my shop from floor to ceiling. 
For every ten pairs of twos, threes and three and a half, 
I find it absolutely necessary to order and keép on band 
twenty-five to sixty pairs of fives, sixes and sixes and 
a half, ranning in width from Cto EB... ‘ 
“An honest No. 6 is what the average woman wears 
in a walking shoe, whether it is a tie or a high-laced 
boot, while in a slipper she will usually purthase a five 
and a half, if she is going to use it for dancing and 
walking. Should she be sensitive about her feet and 
eager to minimize their size, she will buy her calling and 
shopping shoes with high heels and, if the weather is 
decent, she will wear big buckled walking slippets on 
the street. Such slippers are of course not practical, 
nor in the least hygienic; the weight is thrown on the 
ankle, and on the delicate joints at the root of the 


toes, with the inevitable result of increasing bulk and 
breadth at both these points; when, however, has woman 
ever listened to reason if fashion or vanity got her ear 


first, and, what is very lamentable from the standpoint 


of comfort and common sense, is the increasing demand 


for a shoe and slipper with a narrowing toe. 
“Happily, though, there is a saving remnant of our 


American women who insist first of all on wearing stout . 
j and easy shoes, and who this winter refuse to endure 


the heat and weight of rubber overshoes. Among the 


very smart women, who walk and golf a good deal, the

Valuable Finds in Siberia. 


A valuable archeological find has 
just been made near the ancient town 
of N in the province of that 
name, he banks of Lake Simen, Si- 
beria. articles found include hun- 
dreds of flint arrowheads, spear heads, 
ax heads of slate, fllnt fish hooks and 
an enormous mass of crockery and 
similar fragments, ornamented in the 
same style as those found previously 
in other parte of the same province. 
The discovery has been made by M. 
Perenolsky of the St. Petersburg Uni- 
versity, a son of the archeologist who 
we studied this province, and 
always insisted upon the existence in 
the neighborhood of Lake Simen of a 
numerous population during the stone 
age, a theory which thus receives sat- 
isfactory proof. The articles found are 
all of one class and date, indicating 
the existence of a considerable tribe, 
which either must have been wiped out 
or have migrated to other regions be- 
fore attaining any higher state of cul-

Czar Jim Gray, with the Council of 
s bludgeon in his hands for an- 
other year, has begun the escond term 
of his reign of blunders with an order 
which even union men denounce a8 
abortive. Assured of $8 a day for the 
next year, he has started out to. carn 
it in his own evil way. 
On Thureday the union carpenters 
engaged by the contracting firm of 
Dawson & Eldridge, on the State Nor- 
mal School and Twentieth-street School 
building were called off by Gray. Dur- 
ing the next day the painters on the 
former building were also taken off. 
The carpenters, about fifteen in num- 
ber, quit work at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. The next morning the fit- 
teen men were replaced by non-union 
workmen. The time lost in transfer- 
ring the work from union to non-union 
hands was about three hours. The 
fifteen carpenters who left a good job 
will have to hunt for another.

ONCERNING THE MATTER 
CRUELTY IN WARFARE. 

Recent dispatches from Europe an- 
nounce that the feeling between Great 
Britain and Germany is intensely 
Strained, on account of continued 
charges of gross cruelty against the 
British treops in South Africa, which 
have appeared almost daily in the 
German papers, and have been voiced 

the German 
On the other hand, while 
denying the truth of these charges, 
English papers have referred to cases 
of cruelty on part of the German 
troops during the Franco-German 
War. This, of course, has not served 
to make the international atmosphere 
any clearer. 

There probably never was a war of 
any importance, since the beginning of 
history, where charges of cruelty.-have 
not been brought against one or both 
sides in the conflict. Moreover, it may 
be that in almost every instance 
there has been some basis for such 
charges—as to acts of individual cruelty 
on part of some soldiers of an 
army; not as to the action of the army 
at large, although even this has been 
more common than is pleasing to the 


There were cruelties practiced during 
the Franco-German War, more espe- 
cially in retaliation for the acts of an 
irregular-armed bedy known as the 
“Franc tireurs,”” who were bushwhack- 
ers ( after the style of the 
“amigos” in the Philippines, and the 
Confederate guerrillas of the War of 
the Rebellion,) dropping their arms 
whenever the occasion suited, and lying 
in ambush to attack scouting parties. 
Small eonsideration was,. naturally, 
given to these people when they fell

The nurse, 
on inquiry, ascertained that it was 
horse dung, cooked in water and 
strained.

The fact is, that a certain amount 
of cruelty is inseparable from warfare— 
even modern warfare. War is, at best, 


man truly said, and it is impossible to 
make anything else of it. It is true 
that vast and gratifying changes have 
taken place since the dark days of the 
Middle Ages, when the wounded were 
left to rot on the ground, or slain by 
the enemy, and even since the begin- 
ning of the last century, but the fact 
remains that war Inevitably implies 
pain and suffering and misery, and 
more or less of cruelty. When the | 
passions of men are heated to the; 
white point; when they face each 
other with the light of battle in their 
eyes and the implements of death in 
their hands, it cannot be expected that 
they should display all the courtesies 
and amiability of a society man who 
leads a german. 

Such charges of crucity as are now 
being brought against the British in 
South Africa are either grossly exag- 
gerated or unfounded, and the same 
is doubtiess true of the charges that 
have been advanced against the Boers 
as an army, who, according to all ac- 
counts, have treated their opponents 
in a most chivalrous mannér. It is 
true that one does occasionally, now- 
adays, come across a case of extreme 
and unnecessary cruelty en part of 
an entire army, such as the whole- 
sale butcheries of the Russians in 

anchuria, and the brutality of the 

igian troops in West Africa, but such 
cases are today the rare exception, 
whereas they were formerly, the rule. 
No self-respecting nation Wil! today. 
permit ite army to perpetrate acts of 
deliberate and unnecessary cruelty, for 
should it do so, it would find itseif 
condemned and ostracized by the civ- 
lized world, just as a community will 
condemn and ostracize a man who is 
systematically cruel to his family, or 
his animals. 
War is a bad thing, at the best. Let 
us thank God that it is no worse than 
it is, and pray for the time when all 
wars may cease. Meanwhile, no good 
purpose can be served, but much ill 
feeling must be aroused, by the cireu- 
lation of unfounded reports regarding 
cruelty on part of a civilized army in

grief, moral shock or sedéntariness, 
favors its growth and multiplication.

These 14,000 
schoolhouses, one for every four square 
miles of the State, with the American 
flag floating by law over every one of 
them, have surely done a large part in 
the making of lowa into what it is. 
This State of educated people has only 
11,000 illiterate in its total population 
of two and a quarter millions, giving 
it the first rank among the large States 
with the lowest rate of illiteracy, and 
second only to Nebraska among al! the 
States. it is worthy of note that lowa 


support of its public schools alone it 
pays over $8,000,000—more than is paid 
by Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Mis- 
sissippi, North and South Carolina com- 
bined—more than twice what Tennes- 
see and Virginia pay. nearly double 
what Texas pays, $1,000,000 more

HIGH IDEALS. 

A State settled largely by people from 
nortifern latitudes, with a strong infu- 
sion from New England, and with it 
much of the Puritan spirit, and wise 
enough to provide for the education of 
all its people, and having so rich a soll 
was from the first destined to become 
@ great State and to have great influ- 
ence in the nation. It has had high 
ideals from the first. As early as 1839, 
@ timid day under the slave powers 
domineering national rule, its Terri- 
torial Supreme Court refused to return 
runaway slaves to their masters and 
deciared that they had become free 
when their feet touched lowa soil. In 
the Civil War the State gave ali its 
able bodied men to the work of helping 
to save the Union and free the slaves, 
and after the war, in advance of the 
nation and a year ahead of any other 
State, it enfranchised the negro. It has 
been a militant State in its whole ca- 
reer, never following but ever endeav- 
oring to lead. Indeed, it has been ag- 
Sressive at times nearly tothe point 
of fanaticism, as in the severe prohibi- 
tory legislation on the liquor question— 
what Bishop Potter only yesterday 
termed “an impudent moral failure”— 
and again in the extreme legislation 
during the granger craze against rail- 
way corporations. But this temper for 
extreme things has been changed as the 
State has matured, and now no com- 
munity is safer to invested interest or 


to liberal men than Iowa in every way. 


In the production of men, too, the 
State of lowa = proved itself great. 
Beginning with the judges of the early 
court that freed runaway slaves, “lon 

before even Massachusetts had 
its conscience,” itt had for every hour 
of great need provided strong men for 
great occasions. President Lincoln, in 
the day of his own and the republic's 
great need, summoned to the Supreme 
bench its strongest member, in Judge 
Samuel F. Miller of lowa, whose career 
in that high court finds ite only equal 
in that of John Marshall. He was far 
more unknown to the country in that 
day than Gov. Shaw is now. Yet Lin- 
coln saw in him, as Roosevelt has seen 
in Shaw, the useful man for a difficult 
oecasion. In Congress during the war 
Iowa had men as strong and useful 
ae those of any State, in its two Sena- 
tors, James W. Grimes, who, as chair- 
man of the Naval Committee, was the 
real power that brought our navy to 
its efficiency in that war, and James 
Harlan on other important committees 
rendered service as valuable in other 
ways, while tn the House it had such 
able men as William B. Allison, on the 
Ways and Means Committee: Hiram 
Price, on Appropriations, and James F. 
Wilson, chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, as co-workers with Thad- 
deus Stevens and the other great party 
leaders.’. Later Lincoln called Harlan 
into hie Cabinet, where he proved one 
of hie wisest counsellors. Ever since 
that day Iowa has had in Congress a 
delegation equal to that of any other 
State, one for thirty years headed with 
the consummate ability of Senator Al- 
lison, who next month is to receive 
from his State a reélection without op- 
position to a sixth term in the Senate, 
an honor that no American statesman 
has yet received; an honor unique but 
fully earned. towa has developed its 
strong men by keeping them long in 


in the lower House a training for the 
Senate, as shown in its recent promo- 
tion of Dolliver. one of the first of 
present-day orators, and most promis- 
ing of young American statesmen, to 
a seat beside Allison, the Veteran. 
WORTHY OF HIGH PLACES. 

If the critics who think Iowa has 
just now too much of power and honor 
at the nationa) capital will but look the 
men over they will ste that it is all 
right, and that all these Iowa men, “Tn 
the seote of the mighty” are not only 
capable for the high tasks before them, 
but have already proved it. It is true 
there is something a bit surprising in 
finding that three lewa men are now, 
or soon will be, holding places that 
are in the line of *uccession to the 
Presidency, namely, the Speaker of the 
House, the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Secretary of Agriculture. Any 
State, however great, would feel hon- 
ored in having so many of its sons tn 
thie line of highest honor. But these 
lowa men are worthy of the succes- 
sion. Oddly enough, however. two of 
them, Speaker Henderson and Secre- 
tary Whilson, are barred by having 
been born in Scotland. In the other 
strong and controlling places in Wash- 
ington, lowa has a surprising share of

PRESIDENT KNEW HIS MAN. 


The lowa man last called up higher 
is deserving of Roosevelt's bold but 
unerring selection ef a man from west 
of the Mississippi for the head of the 
Treasury Department. He is of the 
same caliber and proved strength as 
Allison, Henderson, Hepburn, Wilson, 
Dolliver, Lacey and other lowa men 
already in power there. The President 
personally knew the men and acted 
with the decision of one knowing he 
was making no mistake, but that m 
calling Shaw from the West for the 
treasury he was but following the wis- 
dom of Lincoln in calling Chase from 
the same section. Shaw in tempera- 
ment. evolution, nature and purpose, 
much like Lin himeelf. Fresh from 
the gul by the people's in- 
“terests, and newly risen to a great oc- 
casion. Although only four or five 
years in politics, he is etill far better 
known to the nation than Lincoln was 
when he was nominated for President. 
He had from 


y a banker, 

tent with the happy round of life tn « 
small town, all the while, however, 
pursuing his studies in all ma 
things, keeping up his personal inter- 
est in politics in a quiet way, making 
speeches in the country districts of his 
own county for the Republican party 
yet practically unknown in State 

ties. In February, 183, William J. 
Bryan happened to come to Denison 
and made a speech in favor of free 
sliver and ite kindred heresy. This in- 
vasion of Shaw's bome by Bryan iced 
the local sound money people there, 
who had been educated by Shaw in 
belief of gold, insisted that he should 
answer Bryan. He consented, made 
the speech, and instantly the State was 
in a blaze over the discovery of a new 
statesman among its leaders, as able 
as the best of them, and more courage- 
ous than any of them. The greatness 
and power of this speech quickly 
touched the intelligence and the con- 
science of iowa, took it from any 
chance of going to free sliver, and t 
it firmly in the line In which it 
ever since stood, for sound money and 
the gold standard. It was this speech, 
too, that first set In motion the influ- 
ences that made Iowa and other West- 
ern States the supporters of the East 
in making the St. Louls platform a gold 
platform. His fame quickly spread. 
EBastern papers printed the speech of 
the new men, and even the New York 
Evening Post, so slow to see merit in 
the West or ability in a western man, 
printed it and called it the ablest ex- 
position of the question of finance in 
all recent discussion. lowa at its frst 
opportunity made the author of the 
speech its Governor, and two years 
later retiected him by a double ma- 
jority. Invitations for Gov, Bhaw te 
address the bankers and business men 
fiowed in on him from all over thé 
country, and some of these he ac- 
cepted and a red in the highest 
arenas of such discussion, only toe dem- 
onstrate his superior equipment and 
his possession of certain abilities and 
certain epichal ideals or plans that 
are peculiarly needed in this Ume. 

A MAN OF BROAD VIEWS. 

Those who have heard him have seen 

that his views on finance and on the 
reforms needed in our currency and our 
national banking laws, and in our finan- 
cial systems generally, comprehend in 
their broad scope the interests of the 
people fully as much as the interests of 
the bankers. It was the discovery of 
these things in the new financier that 
so quickly ied the western people, who 
learned of his merit before the Hast 
hardly suspected it, to begin to put 
themselves back of him so generally for 
the Presidency. President Roosevelt, 
who had campaigned with him in two 
different years, speaking from the same 
platform, knew personally the Govern- 
or’s great merits, and also hig power 
over the people on all questions of 
finance; and thus did not need to be 
told where to go in the West to get 
the best man for this most important 
portfolio. He will never do anything 
of better service to the people, during 
his two terma, in this choice of 
the right man for a hard piace. 
The executive ability of Gov. Shaw 
is of the same quality as his practical 
genius in finance. He has proved this 
as the Governor for faur years of the 
great State written briefly about here- 
in. He found ghe State heavily in debt, 
and he will leave the office of v- 
ernor with the State's debts all paid 
and $1,600,000 in its treasury. In the na- 
tional treasury he will not only conduct 
the executive business and supervise 
the existing systems with sufficient 
ability, but will replace with modern 
methods some of the stale and worn-out 
things in ovr ls of government 
work, and also devise t means for 
a safer and more elastic currency and 
a broader and safer and more diffusive 
system of banking. In short, his whole 
career at Washington will prove that 
this State of lowa, which produces so 
many great and useful men, never ren- 
dered the nation a better service than 
in providing the desirable man for the 
chief seat at the gates of our national 
revenues when the reorganization of 
nearly all our national fiscal systems 
is so imperatively demanded. 

As to having two lowa men tn the 
Cabinet one answer may be made by 
saying that these two particular men 
are too broad In their strength, and too 
national in their reputation, to be 
measured by the narrow lines of a 
single State. Another anewer is that 
both Wileon and Shaw, in themeeives 
and tn all their ideas and purposes in 
government work. represent every 
State in the West fully as much as 
lowa. But no argument nor excuse is 
needed to justify President Roosevelt 
in going back to the practice of Wash- 
ington and seeking the best man for 
the place, wherever he may be found. 
Washington had two men from the 
same State in each of his Cabinets. 
Adams had two men from each of 
three States. Jefferson had two men 
from Massachuseits, and for awhile 
three. Monroe and Adams two 
men from a State at the came time. 
The fashion was not @ehanged until 
Jackfon distributed his portfolios to 
the States that had most helped to 
elect him, and, that he hoped -would 
most help to insure his reélection. This 
fashion was followed until Lincoln 
took two men from Ohio and Johnsen 
two men from New York, and Grant 
two from Hlinols and twe from New 
York. and Harrison two from Indiana 
and McKthiey two from Pennsy!vania. 
So that. beth because he was right 
from fis own positive knowledge, and 
aleo befause of ample precedent, wae 
President Roosevelt acting In the pub- 
lic interest in making his happy 
choice.
